Way Found 
to Control 
Hydrogen

Associated Press Science Writer 
BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - A 


scientific group in this country's 
hydrogen bomb laboratory today 
reported what appears to be a 
real — though short-lived — con- 
trolled thermonuclear reaction. 


The achievement was officially 


described as "an encouraging ad- 
vance" in the quest for a means 
of producing useful power from 
hydrogen atom. A successful ther- 
monuclear reactor could produce 
power from the boundless supply 
of hydrogen in ocean water. 


Announcement of the feal was 


made by Ihc University of Cali- 
fornia's Livcrmorc Laboratory. Al 
the same lime Dr. Frederic JI- 
Coensgen, research team leader, 
reported it to a meeting of the 
American Physical Society in Gut- 
linburg, Tenn. 


With a system of powerful mag-j 


nets, Dr. Coensgen and associates 
squeezed a cubic inch of hydro- 
gen until it readied a lempera- 
lure of 35 million degrees ccnli- 
grade—CO million degrees fahren
